force of men 


em p loyed at present numbers nearly 


2,500 m echanics of all grades, about 


200 of whom are even working o v e r­ 


time, but the old scale of wages re­ 


mains 
it 
was when 
the 
strike 
ended. 


N on e better than tne workm en 


know that the company^s business 


has greatly increased of late, and 


the poor prices which tft“y say they 


are being paid for their toil rankles 


in their hearts as deeply as did the 


injustices which brought about the 


great strike, 
and they claim that 
unless their condition is im proved 
there 
will soon 
be another 
o u t­ 
break. 
T h e com p an y knows the feelings 
of the men and is p roviding against 
a repetition of last 
y e a r ’s troubles 
b y fortifying the works clear to the 
lake. 
A great 
barricade 
as high 
and exactly similar to the peniten­ 
tiary walls at Joliet is being built 
around the north, 
east 
and south 
sides of the yards and the place is 
slowly assuming more the a p p ear­ 
ance of a prison than the workshops 
of free men. 
T h e workm en smile 
as they see the wall rising around 
them, and question am ong them ­ 
selves if it would not be better to 
give them living wages and save the 
expense of such fortifications. 
A sk ed why an increased force of 
w atchm en had been recently turned 
into the shop yards at night or how 
the five fires originated which threat­ 
ened the 
works last Sunday, 
they 
shake their 
heads and turn 
away. 
T h e testim ony of the men themselves 
is 
that 
dissatisfaction is 
rampant 
am ong them and is once more m a k ­ 
ing them a unit. 
N early every third house in the 
southeast part of Pullm an is em pty 
and m any ot the poorer tenements 
in the north end have rem ained un­ 
occu p ied for months. 
T h is c o n d i­ 
tion has been brought about by the 
old 
causes, 
high 
rents 
and low 
wages, and in m any cases no wages 
at all. 
G reat numbers 
of 
w o rk ­ 
men have m oved to cheaper homes 
in K ensington, Roseland and G ran d 
Crossing. 
T h e co m p a n y has lately 
reduced the rents of the cheap tene­ 
ments in the north end of the town, 
in 
some cases as m uch as $4 a 
month, but the w orkm en w ho are 
paying the higher rents in the south 
end are debarred from taking a d ­ 
vantage of these reductions, which 
adds another cause for the griev­ 
ances w hich the men have against 
the com p an y. 
Th ere are few men earning $3 a 
day in Pullman, and when one is 
found he beco m es the enem y of the 
m any hundreds whose wages are big 
from a 
Pullm an 
standpoint at 
an 
average of 18 cents an hour. 
It is 
difficult to get a Pullm an to discuss 
his relations with the com p an y. T h e 
men 
are 
afraid 
of 
their 
em ­ 
ployers, 
and 
they 
confess 
their 
fear. 
T h ere is a system of cen sor­ 
ship over the utterances of the em ­ 
ployes at Pullm an w hich deals out 
sum m ary dismissal from 
the shops 
to the man who dares to say that 
his lot is an u n happy one, and 
at 
best a mere existence in which debts 
to the c o m p a n y and small pay from 
it are the principal features.

This will make the value of this 
class of property nearly $ r,000,000 
more than last

has raised the value of the Chicago,

‘ ‘D o c ” Yates, who spent a [)( >r 
tion ot the past week 
in 
Sedalia, 
was referred to as follows in the St. 
Louis 
Globe-Deinocrai 
of 
this 
morning: 


Norman Yates, familiarly called 
D oc Yates, known the entire coun­ 
try over as a gold-brick 
swindler 
and all-round confidence man, 
was 
lined $ioo by Judge Peabody in the 
First district police court yesterday 
morning on a cliarge of vagrancy, 
and was given until this afternoon 
to get out of town. 


Yates was arrested Monday night 
near Havlin^s theater by Detectives 
M cGrath and O ’Connell. 
He at 
first denied his identity, 
but later 
admitted that he was the only and 
original Doc, who has been arrest­ 
ed and escaped punishment as many 
times as any criminal in the coun­ 
try. 


Yates is 47 years old, 
but looks 
to be 60. 
His hair is gray, and he 
wears a patriarchal white beard, but 
no mustache, which, supplemented 
by a smile that is both childlike 
and bland, well equips him for the 
work to which he has devoted his 
life. 
He commenced his criminal 
career early in life, 
and has clung 
with fond solicitude to the “ gokl- 
brick” scheme, which he has worked 
successfully time and again. 
His 
wife, who is said to be a strikingly 
handsome woman, keeps a “ room ­ 
ing 
house” 
in 
Springfield, 
Mo. 
'ifates has evidently been playing in 
hard luck, 
and did not have a cent 
when 
arrested. 
H e 
[ ileaded 
for 
more time to get out of town, 
in 
order that he might obtain money 
from his wife. 
Fifteen years ag3, wlien Detective 
Pat Lawler, now deceased, was in 
his prime, he ran into a crowd of 
confidence men in the old C'ity ho­ 
tel, at Ninth and Chestnut streets, 
and bagged twenty-two gold bricks, 
which were carted to ] )ohce head­ 
quarters with much ado. 
Yates was 
a member of the crowd, but he,vvith 
all others, escaped. 
He has been 
in St. Louis several times since, but 
was 
not 
arrested 
until 
Monday 
night. 
One of the 
boldest schemes in 
which Yates was ever engaged was 
perpetrated at 
Macon, 
Mo., 
six 
or seven 
years 
ago. 
Yates 
was 
in 
league 
with 
Dave 
McCord, 
Isaac l^evi, 
Hilly Atkins, 
( leorge 
Heath and Tom Jackson, all exjier- 
ienced men in the same line. 
After 
selecting their victim they agreed to 
make 
assurance 
doubly 
sure for 
him by having the brick tested by a 
government 
assayer. 
This 
was 
done, but while the assayer was en­ 
gaged in melting the filings, which 
were of pure gold, Yates carelessly 
knocked the brick from his hand, 
and said: 
“ Oh, go on with that. 
We can’t 
wait here all d a y .” 
The assayer took this little inter­ 
ference with liis business m good 
humor, and tested the few drops of 
gold which hatl been melted. 
The 
test 
was 
satisfactory, 
and 
Yates 
and his confederates sold the brick 
for $11,000. 
The fraud was dis­ 
covered, and M cCord, l.evi. Heath 
and Jackson 
were arrested. 
M c ­ 
Cord and l.evi were sentenced to 
five >ears in the penitentiary, but 
were afterwards pardoned. 
Their 
liberty was of snort duration, for 
they 
weie 
soon 
rearrested on 
a 
charge of having worked a similar 
swindle 
at 
Howling 
fWeen, 
Mo. 
Both were convicted and are now 
serving a 25-year sentence at Jeffer­ 
son City. 
M cCord 
and Ydies 
escai>ed at 
the time of the M.:con affair. 
Jack­ 
son was sentenced to a short term 
in the penitentiary, 
but was par­ 
doned. 
Atkins e:capeti at the time 
but was arrested .u Denver, Colo., 
and was brought I ack to Missouri 
by Detective Charles Archambault, 
of St. Louis. 
Atkins was tried and 
convicted, but was leleased on bail, 
pending an appeal of his case to 
the supreme court. 
He iled and 
was never recaptured. 
Yates looks exceedingly dejected, 
and appeared to be in the sere and 
yellow leaf when be walked wearily 
out of the four courts yesterday un­ 
der orders to leave town.
